HONG KONG, March 6.—A dispatch from 
Manila, dated at WW a, m, to-day, reports 
that the Filipinos made an attempt to-day 
to capture the waterworks, six miles from 
Manila. The attack was repulsed with’a 
loss to the rebele of 17 killed and many 
wounded. The Second Oregon and the First 
Nebraska Regiments were engaged. Two 
Americans were wounded. 


FORCE OF 41,000 SOLDIERS. 


Troops Now at Manila on the Way cr 
Under Orders to Sail. 

WASHINGTON, March 6. — Forty-one 
thousand officers and men of the combined 
afmy and navy forces eomprise thé ap- 
proximate total American strength now at, 
en route and under orders for service at the 
Philippines No further reinforcements are 
now in contemplation, The forces the 
two services, already stationed in = and 
about the Archipelago, consists of 20 reg!i- 
ments of infantry, one engineer battalion, 
geven troops of cavalry and 11 batteries ot 
artillery, an aggregate of about 24,000 
men. 

Nineteen vessels, with an aggregate of 
297 officers, 2990 men and 233 marines, make 
up the naval contingent. This is exclusive 
of the transport Solace, with 182 officers 
and men all told, which is constantly pass- 
ing back and forth from Manila. There 
are about 40 army reinforcements on the 
way to Manila making as rapid progress as 
possible and 7500 men in the force under 
orders to proceed to the Philippines. 

The followin gare now at Manila or Hong 
Kong under the command of Admiral 
power: Baltimore, Bennington, Boston, 
Buffalo, Callao, Charleston, Concord, Cul- 
goa, Don Juan de Austria, Helena, Isla de 
Luzon, Isla de Cuba, Manila, Monadnock. 
Monocacy, Monterey, Olympia, Petrel and 
Yorktown. These vessels carry 297 officers, 
2990 sailors and 253 marines. The transport

WASHINGTON, March 6—The Wat De-

He 
ordered the cooks to try fixing up the meat 
in stews with hard tack and tomatoes, but 
it seemed to make no difference. The men 
continued sick. The men then discontinued 
the use of the beef. On the voyage home 
they still had canned roast beef but the 
men did not eat. He tried to turn it to 
the Commissary at Montauk, but the Com- 
misary would not receive it. 

“Did you make any report of this?’ 
asked Col. Davis. 

“No sir.’’ 

“Did it not occur to you that it was your 
duty to your command to report this state 
of things?’ continued Col. Davis rather se- 
verely. ' 

“As it appears to me now," said the wit- 
ness very frankly, “It may have been neg- 
ligent, but at the time the complaint was 
s0 general, and there being absolutely no 
chance of bettering the situation, I did not 
make any forma] report on it.’’ 

Of the refrigerator beef, witness said 
that th® principal objection to it was that 
it spoiled before the men received it.

There was intense silence as the clerk 
slowly read the notice to the court that the 
jury were unable to agree. 

Judge Talty paused a moment and then 
directed that the jury be discharged. All- 
gaier appeared to be greatly relieved. 

Foreman Cassell said that the jury took 
a vote Saturday night, the bailot standing 
7 for conviction of murder in the first de- 
gree and 5 for acquittal. 

This situation remained unchanged 
throughout all of Sunday. Many argu- 
tents were presented on both sides, and it 
was hoped Sunday night a verdict might 
be reached. 

But Monday morning found the jurors 
as stubborn as ever and not a vote was 
changed. 

Shortly after 12 o'clock the jurymen 
unanimously agreed to report their perma- 
nent disagreement and “at some future term 
of the Criminal Court Allgaier will be again 
tried. 

ft is rumored that in a few days his at- 
torneys may make application for his re- 
hlease on bail. 


As early as 8 o'clock Monday morning 
people began flocking into Judge Talty’s 
courtroom to await the verdict of the jury 
that since Saturday right*has been delib- 
erating over the guilt or innocence of 
Campbell Allgaier, who was tried for the 
killing of James A. Baker 

The crowd was different from that which 
attended the trial. It was composed almost 
entirely of men. Only one Woman could 
be observed. and she has been in court ev- 
ery day since the trial began two weeks 
ago, She is the sweetheart of Allgaier, and 
she occupled the same seat that she did 
throughout the trial. As always, she was 
unaccompanied by any escort, and spoke 
to no one during the long hours she sat 
patiently waiting for the words that meant 
so much to her and to the man she loves. 

Allgaier’s attorneys were in court early. 
They were confident that the jury would 
return a verdict averse to them. It 
was currently reported that the jury could 
‘not agree. It was rumored that seven 
‘stood for conviction and five for acquittal. 
‘The defendant's counsel regard a mistrial 


ias a victory. 

Judge Talty opened court at 10:30 o'clock, 
but as the jury had .not announced .that 
it had reached a conclusion other pro- 
ceedings began and the crowd waited: pa- 
| tiently. 

At noon there was no sign from the jury. 

The defendant was cheerful. He said he 
slept well last night and was confident of 
an acquittal or a new trial. He said that 
'a new trial would mean an acquittal, as 
he could make a stronger defense. He 
said he felt well and had lost no sleep dur- 
ing the trial. 


If the consideration of the jury gave 
Campbell Allgaier any concern whatever 
he managed to successfully hide it with a 
cloak of indiffererce 

When the jury retired to its room last 
‘Saturday night to deliberate on whether 
Campbell Aligaier had been guilty of mur- 
der in any degree, or manslaughter, when 
he shot and killed James A. Baker Aug, 21 
last. or whether he acted in self-defense, 
as he claimed and his counsel argued, the 
prisorer was returned to jail. If he felt 
any different from the day he did when the 
trial began, he did not manifest it. He 
nodded and smiled pleasantly to some 
friends as he passed. When he reached the 
jail the guards and the few prisoners who 
were in the yard surrourded him and asked 
him about the trial. He smiled and told 
-them he knew nothing more than they did. 

When Sunday morning came he walked 
in the vard. as has been his custom. He 
talked to the prisoners with the same free- 
'dom he always did and was not nervous. 
| When Jailer Huebler came in he did not 
'ask concerning what the jury had done, He 
was as unconcerned as though.his life were 


not In a balance. 

Saturday night the jury took no bal- 
lot. They sat in their room and em 
the case several hours. Then they retired. 
They were up Sunday and when Judge 
Talty opened court at 1 o'clock they were 
escorted to the seats they began occupying 
two weeks ago to-day. When arked !f they 
had arrived at a conclusion, they gave & 
negative answer. 

The jury wns eent once more into retire- 
ment and Judge Taity retired to his private 
affice where he waited until noon. On learn- 
ihe that no verdict had been reached he 
adjourned court until Monday at WW 
o'clock. . ‘ 

Rumors were rife as to what the jury 
was doing. One story was to the effect that 
the jury stood nine for murder in the first 
degree while the others were for convice 
tion of a lesser offense. One, {It Was re- 
ported, stood out for an acquittal. It was 
generally thought around the Four Courts 
that the result would be a mistrial.

TWO APPOINTED BY THE GOVERN. 
OR AND TWO BY THE MAYOR. 


No Change to Be Made in the Size of 
the Force Except by Ordinance, 
and an Officer Once Dropped 
Cannot Be Reappointed. 


Spec'al to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 6.—Rep- 
resentative Busche of St. Louis introduced 
in the House this morning a police bill for 
cities of over 300,000 inhabitants. 

He stated to the House that he did not 
wish to put the State to the expense of 
printing the bill and the friends of the bili 
had provided a sufficient number of print- 
ed copies. The bill provides for a Police 
Board consisting of four commissioners, two 
of whom shall be selected from the two 
principal political parties by the Governor, 
and two in the same manner by the May- 
or of St. Louis. One of the Governor’s Dem- 
ocratic appointees shall be President anc 
one of the Mayor's Republican appointees, 
Secretary of the board, These two officials 
shall receive $4000 per year and the other 
two commissioners shall receive $3000. No 
change shall be made in the size of the 
force except by ordinance, unanimously 
recommended by the board. In time of riot 
the Mayor shall assume command of the 
police by proclamation, A police officer once 
dismissed for cause is forever ineligible for 
reappointment. The same bill has been in- 
troduced in te Senate.

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HEATING APPARATUS OF A PULL- 
MAN GAVE WAY. 


FINE “MONMOUTH” RUINED. 


All Its Windows Blown Out, Its Roof 
Knocked Upwards and Resultant 
Fire Batily Damaged It, 


A loud report caused great excitement in 
the neighborhood of Fourteenth and Gra- 
tiot sts. at 10:30 o'clock Monday morning. 

Everybody who heard it thought a vat 
in the works of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 
had exploded and a panic was precipitated 
among the residents about the refinery.

PICTURES IN COLORS 


— 


PROF. WOOD’S NEW DISCOVERY 
IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 


MADISON, Wis., March 6.—Prof. R. W. 
Wood of the University of Wisconsin, the 
Originator of the elettrical thaw, has a 
new method of photOgraphing in natural 
color. 

Prof. Wood reproduces the colors by dif- 
fraction, a method not hitherto tried, and 
though at present the production of the 
first finished picture is somewhat tedious, 
duplicates can be printed as easily as or- 
dinary photographs are made. 

The pictures are on glass, and are not 
only colorless, but almost invisible when 
viewed in ordinary lights, but when placed 
in a viewing apparatus, consisting of a con- 
vex lens on a light frame, show the colors 
of nature with great brilllancy. Prof. Wood 
to-day said: ‘The finished picture is sim- 
ly a diffraction grating of variable spac- 
ng. In other words, it is a transparent 
film of gelatine with very fine parallel and 
equidistant lines on it, about 2000 to the 
inch on the average. The colors depend 
Solely on the spacing between the lines 
and are pure spectrum colors, or mixtures 
of such, the necessity of colored screens 
or pigments, used in ail other processes 
except that of Lippman, having been over- 
come, The pictures can be projected on a 
acreen by employing a suitable lantern, or 
Can be viewed individually with a. very 
simple plece of apparatus consisting of a 
lena and perforated screen mounted on a 
frame. 

A peculiarity of the process is that there 
is no such thing as a negative in it. Half 
a dozen pictures have been printed in suc- 
cession one from another and all are posi- 
tive and indistinguishable from each other.”

John Robinson lives at 1122 N. Twenty- 
second st. He said last Wednesday night 
he was aroused from sleep by a man mov- 
ing about his room. He eaw that the in- 
truder was black, and when he picked up 
the witness’ pants, Robinson said _ he 
reached for his td Once it failed to 
explode but he fire wo ghots, as the rob- 
ber was going out the window. He lost 
$1.60, a knife and some tobacco. He was 
positive he hit the man. No tobacco was 
found on Hicks and his knife was not iden- 
tified by Robinson. Patrolmen Fay and 
Houlihan said they found the man weak 
from the loss of blood and after saying he 
core shot because of a girl he refused to 
alk. 


Robinson was recalled and said the bul- 
let that killed Hicks was of the same size 
he used in his revolver.

EMPORIA, Mo., March 6.—John Gilbert, 
in his cell in the County Jail, to-day con- 
fessed to brutally murdering his wife-and 
four small children near Enterprise, Kan., 
last Tuesday. Gilbert, for whom a reward 
had been offered, was arrested here yes- 
terday. He feigned not to know of the 
crime, and to-day at first shammed in- 
sanity. Finally, hard pressed by Sheriff 
O'Connor, Gilbert confeesed the crime, go- 
ing into details. 

Gilbert said he was badly in debt and 
had been trying to leave Enterprise for a 
long time. He could not take his family, 
he said, and offered his wife a divorce. 
“She kept nagging me about the children,” 
said Gilbert, ‘‘and throwing them up to 
me. I told my wife if she would give me 
$10 I'd leave and never bother her any 
more. 

“During the night I got up and went out 
into the vard. Coming beck I picked up 
the hammer and hit the baby in the head. 
My wife ran out into the road and was 
going over to the neighbors. I ran after 
and caught her. She said she'd come back 
if I'd behave and I thought I would then. 
But 4when we got in, why the baby was 
thrashing about on the bed and when I 
saw it I couldn't hold myself, but hit my 
wife on the head and po:rnded her till sbe 
could not move, and then took the chil- 
dren.”’ 

When asked why he did it, Gilbert said:

The Gilberts live in a lonely cabin. The 
children, the eldest of whom was 8 years 
of age, were killed while they slept, and 
the mother and wife succumbed. as told, 
only after a terrific struggle. The heads 
of all had been mashed to a pulp with a 
hammer, and lay in their own blood when 
discovered by neighbors 48 hours after the 
crime was committed.

HAVOC SPREAD OVER FIELD AND 
TOWN FOR TWO MILES.

Most of the Victims Were Soldiecs, 
Though Some Citizens Met Death 
anc at Least 100 Persons 
Were Injured. 


TOULON, March 6.—Forty bodies, nearly 
all soldiers, have so far been recovered from 
the debris made by the explosion yesterday 
of the naval powder magazine of Le Gou- 
bran, between La Seyne and Toulon, in the 
Department of Var, Southern France, which 
occurred at 2:30 o'clock in the morning. The 
cause of the explosion is still unknown. 
Most of the soldiers on duty at the maga- 
gine were killed, and a number of inhabi- 
tants of the surrounding district, the bulld- 
ing in which were ;azed, also fell victims, 

Fifty thousand kilogrammes of black pow- 
der exploded. It looks as though a vol- 
ecanic eruption had occurred, the country 
being swept almost bare within a radius 
of two miles—houses destroyed, trees over- 
turned and distorted, fields devastated and 
covered with stones and impalpable black 
duat. 

Some of the stones are enormous. One 
weighing % kilogrammes fell in the suburb 
of Pone de Las. Signs of the explosion 
are evident in ail the suburbs of Touion, ana 
in the city itself. Even at St. Jean de 
Var, five miles distant, windows were shat- 
tered and doors battered in. 

It is evident that of seven sentries, four 
were killed outright and the others severelv 
injured, the Corporal being literally scalped, 
the scalp overhanging his face like a vell. 

A large number of soldiers is still em- 
ployed in clearing away the debris, but the 
work ia very difficult. 

It is impossible to ascertain accurately the 
number killed, but it is belleved that no 
fewer than 100 were injured. 

Aithough it was an almost clear night, 
the explosion Was s0 terrific as to produce 
@ slight rainfall. 

Fortunately the neighboring magazines 
escaped. It is believed, but without any de- 
gree of certainty, that the explosion origi- 
nated in cRemical decomposition in smoke- 
leas powder. There is no suggestion of fou!

To-day the whole city is in mourning, 
fags are at half-mast, the theuters are 
draped and the Casinos are closed, 

Both the Government and municipal au- 
thorities are forwarding relief funds. M.

SUPREME COURT MAY CONSIDER 
EFFORT TO BRIBE MONNETT. 


IT WAS CLEVERLY PLANNED. 


Agent Did Not Make a Direct Offer, 
but Simply Suggested 
a “Deal.” 


COLUMBUS, O., March 6.—It is probable 
that the statement of Edward Rice regard- 
ing the effort of the Standard Oil Trust «0 
bribe Attorney-General Monnett of Ohio to 
cease his prosecution, and admitted as true 
by che latter, will be brought to the at- 
tention of the Supreme Court with a view 
to proving the case against the trust. 

The story of Mr. Rice bears upon liti- 
gation pending in the Supreme Court, and 
the Attorney-Genral «hinks it would be im- 
proper for him to make a statement which 
either the public or the court itself might 
interpret ‘to be prejudicial to one of the 
parties to these cases, and consequently 
he will give no names nor further details. 

There is positive knowledge that a trap 
Was Set to catch Monnett. There is noth- 
ing to show that the offer was a bona fide 
one. That there was any imention really 
to pay the amount offered is at present 
purely a matter of speculation. 

The second week in January, it is said 
the self-styled intermediary at Cleveland 
attempted «0 make an appointment with 
the Attorney-General by telephone. 

According to his own admission after- 
ward, the Cleveland man jumped to the 
conciusion that the Attorney-General in- 
tended xo deal directly with the Standard 
Oil people, and he is said to have wired 
the New York offices, whom he assumed to 
represent, demanding that, per agreement, 
they should leave the matter in his hands 
and not attempt to approach ‘Mr. Monnett 
themselves. 

The New York parties were three in num- 
ber and were not officers of the Standard 
Oil Co., so the Cleveland man said, but were 
to have a commission out of the transac- 
tion, ‘Mr, Monnett, as soon as he perceived 
the drift of things, insisted that his ‘‘sec- 
retary’’ should be present at the Interview. 
Smith Bennett, his assistant counsel, was 
introduced as the ‘“‘secretary.’”’ 

The imermediary is said to have care- 
fully refrained personally fram making an 
offer. He merely informed his hearers that 
such a proposition was open. 

After he got through, Attorney-General 
Monnett is said to have denounced him and 
refused the offer with anger and scorn.

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DEFICIENCY IN JUNE WILL UE 
OVER $100,000,000. 


ALL RECORDS ARE BEATEN. 


Despite the Extra War Expense No Ef- 
fort Was Made to Reduce Ordi- 
nary Appropriations. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.— “This Con- 
@ress easily surpasses all its predecessors 
in the stupendous aggregate of its appro- 
priations,”’ says Congressmen Dockery, re 
tiring member of the House Committee on 
Appropriations, “It was thought the Fifty- 
first Congress, commonly known as the 
"billion-dollar Congress,’ had in point of 
extravagance of appropriations touched a 
limit which would not be surpassed, but 
this Congress has far exceeded the ap- 
palling total of appropriations then made, 

‘“onfronted with a war with Spain, re- 
quiring the imposition of additional taxa- 
tion, it is obvious that rigid economy should 
have been applied in all other directions. 
Instead. there is an .ctual deficiency mm cur- 
rent revenues amounting on the first of this 
month to $99,100.54): This deficiency, as 
shown by a recent conservative estimate by 
Chairman Cannon of the Appropriations 
Committee, will probably reach $150,000,000 
by June 0. 

“The Treasury deficiency for the coming 
fiscal year will not be less than $100,000,000. 
The $462,000,00 of income arising from the 
sale of bonds under this Administration and 
that of President Cleveland in 1900 will have 
been exhausted and the Treasury will pass 
from the condition of a borrowed surplus 
to an actual deficit. Such a condition must 
be met either by tncreased taxation by tho 
issue of Treasury certificates or by an ad- 
ditional bond issue. 

“The appropriations of the original ‘bil- 
lion dollar Congress’ amounted to $1,035\8),- 
100.%. The appropriations of the Corgress 
ust ended reach the mighty aggregate of 
1,566,890,016.28. it is fair to deduct from 
this total $482.562,083.47. made necessary to 
meet the liabilities of the Spanish war. So 
if we deduct from the grand total the lHa- 
bilities on account of the war with Spain, 
it appears that the appropriations for the 
ordinary expenses of the Government are 
$1,084.327.982.81. The appropriations of the 
Congress just ended to meet the ordinary 
governmental expenses exceed these of the 
receding Fifty-fourth Congress by $39,747,- 

4. Not only this, but the contract lla- 
bilities authorized by the Congress just ex- 
pired for new ships and their armament, 
public buildings, rivers and harbors and 
miscellaneous items amount to $70,602,524. 
Tf. therefore, to the ordinary appropria- 
tions are added the liabilities on account of 
these authorized contracts, we ascertain 
that the appropriations and contract liabil- 
ities amount to the iremendlous total of 
$1, 154,930, 456.81.

Cannon on the Figures. 


The official statement of Representative 
Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois, Chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee: 

“The entire appropriations made by the 
Fifty-fifth Congress ageregate $1,566,890,- 
016.28. Of this sum $482,562,083.47 {is directly 
chargeable to our late war with Spain, or 
incident thereto. Deducting thie charge 
from the whole amount of the appropria- 
tions, the remainder, $1,084,827,632.81, repre- 
Gents the ordinary or nominal appropria- 
tions made by the Fifty-fifth Congress. 

“The appropriations made by the preced- 
oy gta the Fifty-fourth, amounted to 
$1 ,044,580,273.87. A comparison shows an in- 
crease in ordinary appropriations made by 
this Congress over those made by that 
Congress, the Fifty-fourth, of $39,747,000; but 
this apparent increase {s more than ac- 
counted for by increases under eight items 
alone, namely: For pensions, $4,000,000: for 
the postal service, $16,000,000; for rivers and 
harbors, including work under contracts 
previously authorized, $3,600,000; for new 
ships for the navy, $000,000; for beginning 
the work: of the twelfth censua, $1,000,000: 
for the Paris Exposition, $1,200,000; for new 

ublic buildings, Including the bullding for 
he Department of Justice and for site and 
partial construction of the new Govern- 
ment Printing Office, about $5,000,000, and 
for payment of judgments rendered against 
the Government on account of French 
epoliations and under the Bowman act, $3,- 
100,000. These very natural and necessary 
increases in public expenditures aggregated 
$9). 900,000—more than dissipating the entire 
apparent increase in the ordinary appro- 

riations by this Congress over those made 
by the Fifty-fourth Congress. 

“In addition to the direct appropriations 
made at this session, contracts were au- 
thorized subject to future appropriations to 
be made by Congress amounting to 
about $70,000,000. Of this amount, $44,000,000 
ia for additional ships for the navy; $22,- 
600,000 is for work on rivers and harbors, 
and something over $3,000,000 Is for public 
bulldings.’’

GENERAL OBSERVATION OF THE

FEW ARRESTS HERE AND THERE. 


Saloons Reopen After Midnight, and 
Start the Ambulance Drivers Into 
Activity Once More. 


Saloon keepers as a rule observed Chief 
Campbell's instructions o keep their doors 
closed Sunday, but there were exceptions, 
aS there are to all rules. Besides those pro- 
prietors and bartenders who were placed 
under arrest, three times as many more 
were reported to the Chief. They finally 
decided to shut their establishments after 
Chief Campbell had sent them warnings. 

The first five men arrested had consider- 
able diffculty in getting themselves re- 
leased. They succeedd in thir efforts for 
fredom late in the afternoon after an un- 
comfortable experience in the holdover. 
Judge Clark of the Court of Criminal] Cor- 
rection Was not at all anxious to go to the 
our Courts and accept the bail which each 
of the prisoners was ready to furnish. He 
yielded to the pleadings of some friends of 
the incarcerated men eventually, and 
reached his court room about 5 oy cléok. It 
did not take long for him to sign the neces- 
sary papers and d*®part. 

When he left he declared he would not 
return to favorgany man who had violated 
a law after having been given warning. 
He kept his word, and the saloonkeepers 
arrested after 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
had to epend the night in the holdover. 

The boldest attempt to ignore the po- 
lice orders was made directly acrose the 
street from the Four Courts by George 
Hoeffner. Chief Campbell’s very windows 
look into Hoffner's place, but that did not 
make any difference to the liquor dealer. 
He defied the law when policemen told him 
to close, and Frank Hoeffner, his brother 
and bartender was taken over the way as 
the first arrest of the day. This made 
Hoeffner so angry he opened wide his front 
doors, and sold any kind of drinks to all 
comers. Then the police arrested him, 
also.
